Juicer will not provide its processed 
fruits and vegetables with all the 
advantages which are claimed in the

W ILD TURKEYS WITHSTOOD 
RIGORS OF W INTER 
Pennsylvania’s great flock of wild 
turkeys came through last winter in 
fine shape, reports from Game Com­ 
mission field officers indicate. 
Some wild turkey loss must be 
expected in any winter, but discov­ 
eries of dead turkeys last winter 
and this spring were few and far 
between. 
The State game authorities at­ 
tribute the negligible loss to two 
causes, even in the north-central 
counties where wild turkeys are 
most numerous and the ravages of 
winter were heaviest. 
First, the 
turkeys in the forests of Pennsyl­ 
vania are hardy, truly wild stock. 
Also, the Game Commission’s ex­ 
tensive corn feeding campaign last 
winter was augmented extensively 
by sim ilar efforts by sportsmen and 
fanners. 
This was particularly 
effective where natural foods were 
scarce or inaccessible due to ice 
and snow in the areas where there 
were large concentrations of the 
great birds. 
♦ • a 
W IN TER-KILLED D EER 
The number of deer that died of 
malnutrition 
b e c a u se 
of over­ 
browsed areas in Pennsylvania last 
winter has been determined at about 
2500. 
This is a reasonably low 
figure, the Game Commission and 
informed outdoorsmen believe. The 
count was made by game protectors 
and field research men. 
Early 
season trout fishermen contributed, 
in many cases, to the compilation. 
In some of the southern and central 
counties little or no die-off was 
noted. The toll was highest in north­ 
ern counties, particularly in those 
where for years there were far too 
many deer for the food available. 
In the Southwest Division only 
“ a few” deer were reported as 
winter deaths. 
The Southcentral 
Division reported the die-off as 
“ low” , and the Southeast Division 
said "No deer loss last winter” . 
The Northwest Division reported 
more than 400 of the big game 
anim als died in that section. 
The 
Northeast Division listed its deer 
loss at some 240. 
But the highest 
number, over 1900, succumbed in 
the Northcentral Division. 
Northcentral Counties, in which 
the greatest losses occurred, were: 
southern Potter, Cameron, eastern 
Elk, northeastern Clearfield, north­ 
western Clinton, and the Pine Creek 
area of Lycoming and Tioga. 
Other States suffered in like fash­ 
ion. 
Michigan, for example, has 
reported: “ Losses to the deer herd 
in the northern lower peninsula dur­ 
ing last fall and winter totaled an 
estimated 41,650 animals, accord­ 
ing to a Conservation Department 
survey. 
The comparative figure a 
year ago was 32,500. (The survey 
losses to the upper peninsula deer 
herd was delayed by weather and 
not given.) Starvation led all other 
causes of death, with 16,600. Other 
causes reported in the 1956 survey 
were: shot, 5,680; dog kill, 3,420; 
accident, 
1,080; unknown, 14,870. 
Of the latter the survey included 
the probability that shooting and 
disease took a large number of 
these animals.”

4-LANE HIGHWAYS 
HURT W ILD LIFE 
Many motorists have remarked on 
the exceptional kill of small game 
on 
Pennsylvania 
highways 
this 
spring. 
A partial reason for this 
could be the large-hold-over of 
birds and animals, according to 


report, in many sections of the 
Commonwealth. 
Recently, in about IOO miles of 
driving, two Game Commission of­ 
ficials counted 38 dead ring-necked 
pheasants on the road. 
A ll of the 
birds were hens. 
The count was 
made almost entirely on the lane 
in which the car traveled. For the 
most part, the journey wa son 4-lane 
highways. On narrower roads driven 
that day it was obvious the mortality 
diminished. 
The wildlifers came to the con­ 
clusion that as 4-lane highways and 
autos increase the road kill of 
small game w ill increase corres­ 
pondingly. 
It appears that, as the 
distance from roadside to roadside 
increases, the likelihood of game 
crossing safely decreases. 
Spring and early summer game 
losses on thoroughfares severely 
cut the prospective supply of shoot- 
able stock for the hunter in fall. 
When an adult female is killed in 
the nesting months, her young or 
clutch of eggs is doomed. There­ 
fore, the loss is not nearly indicat­ 
ed by the number of birds and 
animals seen dead on roads. 
Often, the difference between life 
or death for wildlife on the highway 
would be only a little slowdown, a 
blast of the horn or a flick of the 
light beam at night. 
One of these, 
when it is possible to do it safely, 
usually allows that extra second of 
time to escape. 
Or it arouses the 


frightened creature into action and 
continued life. 
• * ♦ 


NEW TRO LLIN G RU LES 
The Pennsylvania Fish Commis­ 
sion during its recent meeting at 
Bellefonte further modified fish­ 
ing rules and regulations in line 
with its policy of extending fishing 
opportunities in the Commonwealth. 
According to W illiam Voigt, Jr ., 
Executive Director of the Commis­ 
sion, trolling with the use of a motor 
was extended to all inland water 
where 
motorboats are currently 
permitted. 
Heretofore, trolling from motor­ 
boats was allowed only on rivers, 
C o n n e a u t 
Lake, Wallenpaupack 
Lake, Youghiogheny Reservoir, Py­ 
matuning Lake from the main dam 
near Jamestown to the causeway 
near Espy Ville, and the Tionesta 
Flood Control Reservoir from the 
bridge at Nebraska, downstream to 
within one-quarter mile of the dam. 
The new ruling does not apply to 
state owned lakes on which motors 
are not allowed, except those used 
by the respective agencies for man­ 
agement purposes. Nor does it apply 
to privately owned lakes whose own­ 
ers choose to prohibit power driven 
craft.

W A LLEY E SEASON 
The walleye figured in another 
step toward liberalizing the Com­ 
monwealth’s 
angling 
regulations, 
according to an announcement early 
this week by W illiam Voigt, Jr ., 
Executive Director of the Pennsyl­ 
vania Fish Commission. 
Effective on May 30 this year, 
the popular game fish referred to 
variously 
as the walleyed-pike, 
pike-perch or Susquehanna salmon, 
w ill become fair game in all inland 
waters except two. The season w ill 
close on November 30. 


The two exceptions to this new 
ruling adopted by the Pennsylvania 
Fish Commission during its recent 
meeting at Bellefonte are the pre­ 
viously established seasons on Py­ 
matuning Lake and the Lower Sus­ 
quehanna River. 
On Pymatuning, 
the opening date this year was May 
26. 
In subsequent years the latter 
date w ill change to coincide with 
the last Saturday in May.

COMBINED PLEASURES 


Happy is the man who not only 
has more than one hobby, but has 
been able to combine them in a way 
that enables each to supplement the 
pleasure gained from the others. 
Some examples of this are so com­ 
mon that we accept them without 
realizing we have combined activi­ 
ties. 
The teaming up of boating 
and fishing is about as natural as 
you will find. 
Boating is an activity which has 
escaped many of us because of the 
foul condition we find in too many 
stretches of our river, and the low 
water that exists a m ajor share of 
the late warm weather months. But 
in limited fashion it is enjoyed on 
portions of our stream. 


Down the line from Warren the 


cottages have blossomed into small 
communities and with cottages you 
will find boats of all kinds. 
The 
immediate area near these cottages 
sees everything from flat bottoms 
to outboards churning the river. 
Outboard boating can be made 
into quite an adventure on a river 
such as the Allegheny. Many boats 
today are made light and safe. The 
aluminum variety has many which 
are air pocketed to assure their 
floating even when filled with water. 
And if you want to go adventuring 
up and down stream , they make 
much lighter hauling through riffles 
than was the case with some of the 
scows to which we once attached 
motors and chugged forth with a 
trolling line stretched out behind. 
If your boat is made of wood, 
be certain the motor is not too 
powerful for the end plank to which 
it is attached. 
As was seen re­ 
cently near Warren, when one life 
was lost, a heavy motor can tear 
out the rear board and let in the 
river. 
Some experts on boating 
say that this can be done with a 
sudden burst of speed by a motor 
that is too powerful for the boat 
end. 
You can travel mighty light in a 
sm all boat and enjoy many hours of 
fun. 
A good tan is assured, swim­ 
ming is all around you, and you can 
choose the most isolated of places 
for camping. 
A stream will take you places 
roads and even paths do nor reach. 
It will reveal wildlife and country 
you never would see in any other 
way. 
Few of us realize what the 
world around us looks like when 
viewed from a boat during a lengthy 
stay afloat. 


* 
* 
COMBINING THE HOBBIES 
This brings us back to the com­ 


bination of hobbies other than those 
which are obvious. A boat will take 
you fishing, swimming, speeding, 
or just plain riding. 
But it can 
augment some other pleasure, also. 
Think of the new horizons offer­ 
ed the cameraman in a boat. It is 
possible to sit quietly by while 
nature 
goes on its natural way 
before your eyes. 
Wildlife must 
have water, and there is very little 
of it you won’t find near the river. 
An early morning coast downstream 
in isolated portions of the wood­ 
lands will reveal an inside peak 
into nature that you never will 
obtain by foot. 
With a cam era aboard, plus a 
telephoto lense, you can collect a 
picture album of the outdoors that 
will be of rare value. 
Few trappers seem to realize 
the value of the boat. 
A much 
larger trapline can be handled and 
more 
portions of the shoreland 
reached than is possible by foot. 
An ambitious young man with a 
light boat could make himself enough 
money in a month of sm art trap­ 
ping to pay for the boat the first year. 
If you want isolation, perhaps just 
to be alone, or maybe to read or 
write, try a boat. 
And in this day 
of modern radio, you can enjoy 
music or keep in touch with the 
world. 
Look over your hobby list and be 
surprised how many of them could 
be tied in with a neat little craft on 
the river. 
It is a hobby that can 
become a medium for aiding you, 
in the enjoyment of others.

ROCKING AND ROLLING

windy day. 
We had it driven at us 
by a recent tv program in which 
auditoriums of young people were 
shown hopping and jumping to the 
simple rock, rock of a leading band. 
We have watched movies of A fri­ 
can and other primitive people re­ 
acting to a simple basic beat, and 
allowing themselves to be worked 
into a frenzy by the durn, durn of 
the drums. 
Here we see it in 
civilized America. 
It is not very complimentary to 
our degree of music appreciation. 
Thousands of young people who are 
openly bored by good music, respond 
to the sim ple, basic beat. 
They 
obviously have not been reached 
by good music or they would find 
it monotonous and good for little 
more than a dance step. 
We do not condemn rock and roll. 
Maybe it will open new areas of

Warren General Hospital 
Raises Room Rates 


An increase in room rates will 
be effective in Warren General hos­ 
pital soon as a result of action taken 
by the hospital’s board of directors 
last week. 
The board also adopted 
a budget for the fiscal year that 
starts June I and approved a general 
practice residency program for the 
institution. 
The increase is the first since 
$hbruary 
I, 
1953, 
and became 
necessary to meet the increased 
operating costs which we re revealed 
in the new budget. The new rate 
structure, which will go into effect 
June I, will bring the local institution 
up to the average charges of other 
hospitals in this region. 
Tile increase will raise the rate 
for private rooms from $18 to $20, 
the $16 charge in the old section of 
the hospital to remain the same; 
semi-private rooms, $ ll to $12.50; 
ward rates, $8.50 to $10. 
Out­ 
patients will be charged $2 per visit 
instead of $ I. 
The board has also approved the 
establishment of a general practice 
residency program under the Coun­ 
cil on Medical Education and Hos­ 
pitals of the American Medical As­ 
sociation. 
With approval of the 
AMA Warren General hospital will 
have two resident doctors in training 
for two year periods for which they 
will have to receive credit. 
President Robert O. Wilder has 
announced that the annual meeting 
of the hospital association will be 
held Tuesday, June 26, at which 
time seven persons will be elected 
to the board of directors. 
The 
Rev. Beecher M. Rutledge will serve 
as chairman of the nominating com­ 
mittee.

Election Expenditures 
Require Controls

widespread imitation is the experi­ 
ment of Alexandria, Minn., in its 
door-to-door canvass by a citizens' 
volunteer committee to raise money 
in 
small 
donations 
to 
finance 
political campaigns. 
This is an attempt, as you recog­ 
nize, to have voters themselves 
finance political campaigns to dis­ 
courage the practice of big contri­ 
butions from wealthy individuals 
and special interests in expectation 
of favored treatment from office­ 
holders and adm inistrators. 
The fine reception and the spirit 
of cooperation demonstrated by the 
people of Alexandria speak well for 
extension of the plan elsewhere, 
In the first two nights of house-to- 
house canvassing by IOO volunteers 
working in pairs, $799 was collected 
from 667 persons. 
Under the Alexandria plan, or­ 
ganized by Byron G. Allen, Minne­ 
sota Commissioner of Agriculture, 
and 
form er Democratic national 
committeeman, the money collected 
will be divided between the two 
parties on the basis of the total vote 
cast by each in the last general 
election. 
This “Citizens March of Good 
Government” , as it is called, was 
inspired by the revelation several 
weeks ago on the Senate floor here 
by Senator Francis Case (R., S.D.), 
in the debate on the natural gas bill, 
that an attempt was made by a rep­ 
resentative of the Superior Oil Co. 
of California to donate $2,500 in 
cash to his campaign, which Case 
rejected. 
This disclosure of how big inter­ 
ests seek to influence legislation 
through campaign contributions im­ 
pelled President Eisenhower to veto 
the gas bill, you will remember. 
You may have forgotten how it 
also provoked a specific investiga­ 
tion into the Case episode by a 
special Senate committee, which 
was long ago terminated, as well as 
authorization by the Senate of a 
general investigation of lobbying 
and introduction of a new corrupt

practices bill to regulate campaign 
contributions and expenses. 
You may have forgotten about 
some of these things, for your 
representatives here in the Senate 
have been dragging their feet on 
what they promised to do. 
They 
have been far less energetic in 
following up the Case incident than 
were the public-spirited folks of 
Alexandria, Minn., in taking a course 
that was available to them to cleanse 
campaign fund-raising methods. 
For example, the widely-adver­ 
tised and widely-he raided investiga­ 
tion of lobbying by a special Senate 
committee headed by Senator John 
McClellan (D., Ark.) still is in the 
staff-study stage after six weeks. 
And only a few days ago did the 
committee decide to call In Howard 
Keck, president of Superior Oil Co. 
for an executive session consulta­ 
tion to explore the full scope of 
political contributions by his com­ 
pany. 
Unless the committee shows some 
vigor and initiative and gets going 
soon, it will confirm in the public 
mind the suspicion that the Senate 
has no intention of making a real 
investigation of the interests and 
influences that operate behind the 
scenes in Congress and in our 
elections. 
Also still sleeping in the Senate 
Rules and Administration Commit­ 
tee — and apparently slumbering 
soundly — is the aforementioned 
bill to regulate campaign expendi­ 
tures and require complete publicity 
of all contributions and expenses. 
This bill was introduced jointly 
several weeks ago with much fan­ 


fare by the two party leaders in 
the Senate — Senators Lyndon B. 
Johnson (D., Tex.) and William F. 
Know land (R., Calif.) 
Action along both fronts — ex­ 
posure of campaign financing abuses 
and corrective legislation — is 
needed to show our people that 
Congress itself is interested in 
cleaning up the evils which affect 
it and both political parties as well 
as the public. 
Such leadership from Congress, 
now so patently lacking, would serve 
to encourage citizens themselves to 
adopt small donations plans for 
financing campaigns in which Alex­ 
andria, Minn., has pioneered. 
F o r t u n e Magazine now adds 
another chapter in revelations of 
campaign financing methods in an 
article showing how laws forbidding 
campaign contributions by corpora­ 
tions are violated. 
Corporations, the article says, 
“ cover up contributions by listing 
them in various expense accounts. 
“ The boss’s secretary appears 
as the purchaser of blocks of tickets 
to $100-a-plate dinners. Executives 
contribute handsomely to campaign 
chests with the understanding that 
they will get their money back in 
bonuses.” 


There is much more detail, all of 
which should offer clues and leads 
to the Senate committee’s investi­ 
gators. 
The investigation might be 
prodded, too, if you wrote your Sen­ 
ator asking how come the Senate is 
not living up to its promises on 
campaign fund 
investigation and 
legislation.

Another one who gets us is the 
driver who just can't stop his car 
even though there is room for only 
a single line of traffic. 
If the ob­ 
stacle is on his side of the street 
it is his place to stop and let you 
drive through.

It seem s to us that in the ma­ 
jority of cases when we have the

the papers that such wasn’t the case 
and nam es pop up in hospital lists 
and obituaries.

PLAIN CLOTHES CONSCIENCE 
When A m erican m otorists develop 
m anners the accident list will be­ 
come very sm all. 
Little will be 
left to cause trouble other than 
m echanical failure and human e rro r. 
The best method of pricking a 
m otorist’s conscience is the p res­ 
ence of the law. 
More policemen 
prowling the streets and the high­ 
ways would tone down the ram ­ 
bunctiousness of some who choose to 
ignore the rights of others. 
As it 
stands today, there are not enough 
cops, and the ones we do have are 
easily spotted. 
It is am azing how quickly a m otor­ 
ist can a le rt himself to the presence 
of a police car. The make, shape, and 
color of the car becomes firm ly 
im pressed on his mind, and he can 
recognize it if it is a mile away 
or is only a speck in the corner of 


his eye. 
Perhaps we should put some plain 
clothesm en on the job, and use a 
variety of strange cars. 
We know
